We do not present this absurdity to ridicule 


in the interests of Hie democratic party of Al- 
bany. As a matter of fact the democratic organ-

There is no need to point out that the period 


of increasing population for which the .quotation 
abovc'claims republican credit is the period in 
which even.- city in the. country has shown its 
most rapid increase, or tjiat this was the result 
of an economic trend in the nation at large, with 
which politics, at least local politics, had nothing 
to do. The point is rather that such absurd ar- 
guments are perfectly fruitless in relation to the 
question of good government which should be 
the issue of all local politics. They lead public 
opinion into blind alleys, instead of giving it 
light and guidance on the improvement of 
schools, betterment of streets and such real prac- 
tical questions upon which the happiness, com- 
fort and prosperity of a community really hangs. 


In Wisconsin we have recognized this and 


•, improved things a little by taking partisanship 


out of local politics. But while the non-partisan 
election'regulation is an improvement, local 
politics even in this commonwealth is still large- 
ly adulterated with false sentiment, with parti- 


' san and class appeals to prejudice which have 


little bearing on city business. The state has prob- 
ably done all that it can to help. The only way to 
eliminate the evils that remain is for each citizen 
to adopt the attitude that local politics is merely 
business, and to be discussed as! such on its mer- 
its. In the larger affairs of stale and nation po- 
litical theory and program' count 'for much, but 
locally government is a matter of schools and 
streets and lights—practical, concrete things to 


' be obtained as rapidly and inexpensively as pos- 


sible. In such affairs whether a man is'theo- 
retically a radical or a reactionary, a republican 
or a democrat, makes little difference. What is 
really important is whether he has the instincts 
of sound business, and a modicum of commcjn
